Trade and Commerce said, 
in a letter to the Week¬ 
ender: “I wish to express 
my anger, frustration and 
disgust in the way that this 
planning permission has 
been granted. 

“The people of Crewk¬ 
erne have elected their 
councillors who are em¬ 
powered to make decisions 
on our behalf and, hope¬ 


fully, for the benefit of the 
whole town. They made 
the decision, on our behalf, 
to refuse planning permis¬ 
sion for the change of use 
at 1-3 East Street. 

“The unelected, self-ap¬ 
pointed, non-representa¬ 
tive quango that is the Area 
West Committee have 
overruled our councillors 
yet again. That cannot be 


right and is certainly not 
indicative of the demo¬ 
cratic process. 

“This is a parochial mat¬ 
ter, it has nothing to do 
with the western area as a 
whole and the decision of 
our elected councillors 
should be respected. 

“Our local MP has, on 
previous occasions, in¬ 
formed me that he cannot

is he then if he cannot 
speak up for the will of the 
people, voiced through our 
elected representatives? 

“We have the temerity to 
criticise other Govern¬ 
ments on the way they run 
their countries and yet we 
behave in this disgraceful, 
undemocratic manner. To 
put it crudely - the system 
stinks!” 

In reply, Councillor 
Angie Singleton, chairman 
of Area West said: “All 
members of the Area West 
Committee are elected 
SSDC councillors and are 
certainly not ‘self-ap¬ 
pointed’. The members of 
this committee are drawn 
from and represent the 
people living in the west¬ 
ern part of South Somer¬ 
set. 

“The members, who 
have all attended compul¬ 
sory training on planning, 
reached their decision after 
listening to the officer’s re¬ 


port and reading the re¬ 
ports from highways and 
the environmental protec¬ 
tion officer and on viewing 
the plans and evidence of 
parking availability. 

“Members’ opinion was 
that the main concerns of 
the town council were of a 
parking enforcement na¬ 
ture and, as such, are not a 
planning reason for re¬ 
fusal. The air extraction 
concerns raised have also 
been dealt with satisfacto¬ 
rily and so the application 
could not be refused on 
that basis either. On that 
basis members agreed 
with the officer recom¬ 
mendation for approval as 
there were no planning 
reasons to refuse the appli¬ 
cation. 

“Planning is a quasi-ju¬ 
dicial process and the 
committee has to have re¬ 
gard to material consider¬ 
ations and the policies that 
relate to the application. 


The committee would 
need to have robust plan¬ 
ning reasons to overturn 
an officer’s recommenda¬ 
tion of either approval or 
refusal sufficient to defend 
any refusal should that be 
the subject of an appeal. 

“If there were no strong 
grounds to justify any re¬ 
fusal to grant permission 
then the council could be 
seen to have acted unrea¬ 
sonably and there could be 
a considerable cost to the 
taxpayer, should the in¬ 
spector award costs to the 
other side on that basis. 

“Whilst I understand that 
people may be unhappy 
with the outcome it is in¬ 
correct to suggest that the 
decision was undemocra¬ 
tic . The decision was taken 
the same way as every 
other planning decision 
that affects the communi¬ 
ties I and other members 
of the Area West Commit¬ 
tee represent.”

Hedgehog, kestrel and corn snake fascinate children 



WIDE-EYED onlookers both young and 
old were treated to an up close experi¬ 
ence at the Henhayes Centre with ani¬ 
mals they may have only seen at a 
distance or on television before. 

The Tuesday Group and Hazel class 
from Ashlands First School, gathered to¬ 
gether for an educational visit by Secret 
World Wildlife Rescue Centre. 

Among the special visitors was a 
hedgehog, and wildlife rescuer Debbie 
O’Keefe took the prickly bundle around 
the room safely supported in a towel, 
while she explained why the now rare 
creatures may well be extinct in the next 
ten years due to loss of habitat. 

Everyone was given some very sound 
advice on how to help a hedgehog of one 
was seen out during the winter when it 
was supposed to be sleeping. 

With bonfire night just around the cor¬ 


ner the children were also told to check 
any piles of leaves and sticks before they 
were lit in case a hedgehog had made its 
bed there. 

Another creature to draw gasps from 
the onlookers, was a rescued kestrel 
called Tinnan which had been hand 
reared so they were unable to return it to 
the wild. 

Not so welcome to some was a corn 
snake, not native to this country but a 
harmless variety used as a teaching aid 
to show how snakes are not slimey. 
There were still a few not prepared to 
find out but most of the youngsters dis¬ 
played calm and natural curiosity, fasci¬ 
nated by the snake’s tongue. 

The children had brought some food to 
donate to the centre which rescues over 
4,000 wild animals a year and needs 
£1,600 per day to stay open.

youth in Chard, Crewkerne, 
Ilminster and South Pether- 
ton, took home the Young 
People’s Project of the 
Year. 

Brandon Ellis joined the 
cycling club nine years ago 
and has helped to grow the 
membership from 12 to 
over 130 and 25 per cent of 
their members are young 
people. He also secured a 
£10,000 grant for the club 
to deliver cycling to young 
people. As a result of his 
dedication Chard now has 
the region’s only elite 
woman rider and the 
schools Under 13 cham¬ 
pion. 

Weibke Rietz is the 
aforementioned only elite 
ranked woman cyclist in 
the South West this year 
and one of only 17 elite 
ranked women riders in the 
UK. She is ranked just one 
place behind Nicole Cooke, 
the 2008 Olympic gold 
medallist, and has amassed 
10 individual race wins this 
year. Unbelievably she only 
began racing three years 
ago and is one of only two 
elite women riders over 40. 
She holds a full time job 
and also puts in time as the 
race organiser and club sec¬ 
retary for 1st Chard Wheel¬ 
ers. 

Active Skills & Learning 
was formed in 2008 as a 
not-for-profit company. 
Since then they have sup¬

ported over 200 young peo¬ 
ple in providing a range of 
youth clubs for seven to 19 
year olds in South Pether- 
ton, Chard, Ilminster and 
Crewkerne. 

Central to their success 
are young volunteers help¬ 
ing to manage and deliver 
services. Over 100 young 
people aged between 11-23 
have helped to deliver 14 
different weekly sessions, 
special events and holiday 
activities in the last year. 
Services have included pro¬ 
vision for new groups and 
replacements for services 
lost to public spending cuts. 
On average more than 200 
volunteering hours per 


week are provided. These 
young people are excellent 
role models. 

Executive Director Pete 
May said:“ I’m really 
pleased , they have come a 
long way. Two years ago 
five of the volunteers from 
South Petherton won the 
volunteers group category. 
There are 60-70 volunteers 
now and 25 of them have 
taken a food safety course 
in their own time. We are 
going to open a new cafe 
for teenagers in the George 
Reynolds Centre in Crewk¬ 
erne.

from South Petherton, was 
named Sports Club of the 
Year and they opened the 
evening with a spectacular 
display reminiscent of the 
Olympic ceremony, caus¬ 
ing gasps from the VIP sec¬ 
tion of the audience. 

The club formed in 2008 
and now has a membership 
in excess of 500. They 
have worked in partnership 
with organisations includ¬ 
ing British Gymnastics and 
Yeovil Primary School 
Sports Association to in¬ 
crease participation in their 
sport throughout the dis¬ 
trict.

SOME 83 students from 
schools across South 
Somerset took part in a 
Technology Tournament 
hosted by the members 
of Chard, Crewkerne and 
llminster Rotary Clubs. 

Children from Maiden 
Beech Academy and 
Wadham School in 
Crewkerne, Swanmead 
Chool in llminster and 
Holyrood Academy in 
Chard took part in the 
tournament, now a regu¬ 
lar event designed by the 
Rotary Clubs to encour¬ 
age interest in technol¬ 
ogy. 

Teams of four students 


at either basic, intermedi¬ 
ate or advanced level 
were given a project to 
work on which was then 
tested and judged. This 
year there were six basic 
teams from Maiden 
Beech; six intermediate 
teams and one advanced 
from Wadham; four basic 
teams and one advanced 
from Swanmead; and one 
basic, one intermediate 
and one advanced team 
from Holyrood, which 
was taking part for the 
first time. 


The challenge was to 
produce a device from 
materials supplied which 
would enable a radioac¬ 
tive container, which had 
fallen off a lorry, to be 
moved to safety, always 
keeping it at a safe dis¬ 
tance. The containers 
were represented by ten¬ 
nis balls supplied by 
Chard Tennis Club. 

The students had to 
draw a design then build 
their device. They were 
then judged on the 
preparation and how ac¬ 






curately it performed the 
required task. 

The winners were: Basic 
- Maiden Beech "Cracker 
Girls" (Molly Daniel, Kait- 
lyn Carter, Molly Camp¬ 
bell, Megan Smith); 
Intermediate - Holyrood 
"One Down" (Jamie Big- 
nall, Emily Diyer, Tanisha 
Rowsell); Advanced - 
Holyrood "The Almighty 
Haggis" (Jamie Spiller, 
Kieran Spurway, Amy 
Raymond, Scott Small). 

Judges included repre¬ 
sentatives from local in¬ 
dustry and, in particular, 
Cronite Castings Limited 
and Hannifin Parker Cor¬ 
poration, both based in 
Crewkerne. Chief judge 
was Bob Kirkwood, a for¬ 
mer test pilot now in¬ 
volved with the Fleet Air 
Arm Museum at Yeovil- 
ton. 

The event finished 
ahead of schedule and 
the Rotarians were con¬ 
cerned they had made 
the task too easy but 
teacher feedback sug¬ 
gested it was only a little 
easy to the advanced stu¬ 
dents. The students were 
asked to fill out a ques¬ 
tionnaire and 93 per cent 
said they would like to do 
it again next year which 
confirmed the overall 
success of the event.

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Keeping the tradition of punkie night alive

THE age-old tradition of 
walking through the vil¬ 
lage of Hinton St George 
and chanting with 
lighted punkie lanterns 
was once again cele¬ 
brated last week. 

Because of its close 
proximity to Halloween 
there are still many who 
do not realise the tradi¬ 
tion has no connection 
with trick-or-treating 
and actually stems from 
a tale of a group of wives 
and children who went 
to seek out the men in 


their family who were 
making their way back 
from a fair in Chiselbor- 
ough in the dark, worse 
for wear from a pint or 
two. The women hol¬ 
lowed out punkies, the 
root mangel wurzel, and 
made them into 
lanterns. 

The event is now more 
for children and Hinton 
St George villagers have 
held fiercely to the tradi¬ 


tion over the years, gain¬ 
ing a great deal of media 
coverage in the past. So 
popular is the event that 
a local famer grows the 
roots especially for 
punkie night, with oth¬ 
ers making their lanterns 
from pumpkins and 
squashes. 

There were no televi¬ 
sion cameras this year 
but that did not deter 
the youngsters keen to 


keep punkie night alive. 
Poulett Arms landlady 
Michelle Payton had an 
tough job in choosing 
three winners from the 
entrants. 

After their tour of the 
villages, everyone en¬ 
joyed fun and refresh¬ 
ments back at the 
village hall and overall 
best punkie judging 
took place. 

Crewkerne-born au¬ 
thor Henry Buckton 
refers to the punkies in 
his latest book "Yester¬ 
day's Country Customs", 
which looks at old Eng¬ 
lish traditions. 

He wrote that the 
name punkie could ei¬ 
ther come from the old 
English for lantern or 
from "spunky" which 
people on the Somerset 
Levels used to refer to 
balls of light that rose up 
from the marshes, also 
known as "Will-o-the- 
wisps" and believed to 
be the souls of children 
who died before chris¬ 
tening, doomed to wan¬ 
der the moors until 
judgement day. 

The balls of light are 
actually pockets of es¬ 
caping bog gas or 
methane.

The Tea Tree win first prize 
for 'Best Dressed Window 7 


THE Tea Tree in llminster won first prize in the 'Best 
Dressed Window'competition for 11 minster's Carnival 
due to the talents of one employee. 

Every year llminster Carnival Committee runs a 
themed window competition that runs in conjunc¬ 
tion with llminster Carnival.

GOOD NEWS AT LAST? 


It looks like lenders might be beginning to lend! 


THE past few years the mortgage market has literally 
starved the housing market of cash. For property to sell 
you need two things. Buyers who want to buy; and 
money for them to buy with. In a macarbre sort of cat 
and mouse game the mortgage lenders have been 
dangling special offers and attractive deals in front of 
would be buyers but peppering the offers with condi¬ 
tions making them available on only very low loan to 
value loans or to those on high incomes with very high 
credit scores. The best deals have all been direct - with 
brokers being expected to mop up the cases where the 
fit is not quite perfect or where extra income or afford¬ 
ability proofs are required. 

Everyone, and in this I include the public, the business 
community, the individual MPs and also MPs collectiv- 
ley as the government have cried FOUL! - but time and 
time again the banks have protested their innocence. 
In frustration the government has provided money to 
banks to increase their lending only to see them casu¬ 
ally trouser it claiming it was needed to increase their 


capital base. Not only have they kept the money in¬ 
tended for lending, they have also claimed that it is not 
the banks fault that responsible people don’t want to 
borrow money and they should not be held account¬ 
able for the mortgage market drying up. 

Finally the government has realised that the only way 
to get banks to lend is to offer them terms that finan¬ 
cially reward lending and at the same time impose fi¬ 
nancial penalties if they don’t. Enter "Funding for 
Lending" - the governments latest attempt to stron- 
garm the banks into lending both to the public and 
businesses. The difference with this new scheme is that 
there are some serious penalties if banks do not play 
fair. Firstly the incredibly attractive rates that the banks 
can borrow at for new lending go up if they fail to meet 
the lending targets they have signed up to. Secondly if 
they do not meet the lending targets then they lose the 
opportunity to refinance some of their existing lending 
book at similarly tantalising interest rates. 

Early reports show that if you can’t reason with a 


banker you can definitley bribe them! The lenders are 
now starting to issue some very attractive rates on rea¬ 
sonable terms into the market. There are even signs 
that they are again beginning to compete for business 
- and that is great news for would be buyers. Said Gary 
Andrews ofTom French Independant Financial Advisers 
in Chard "For the first time in several years I am now 
able to shop around and look to get some really good 
deals for would be owner occupier buyers and those 


looking to invest in buy to let. Competitive deals like 
this have been very scarce but at last there the signs of 
genuine competition amongst the lenders. If that gives 
buyers choice that is great. If it opens up home owner¬ 
ship to more people then that will be terriffic."

C REWKERNE have cause to thank 
near neighbours BRIDPORT. 

The West Dorset side, although they 
had a commitment in the league on 
Saturday last and a rather large injury 
list, contrived to put out something of 
a second side to give the Henhayes 
club a much needed run out. 

Crewkerne took 25 players to Brid- 
port, lent several to the home side, 
and a useful run-out ensued. 

The final score is immaterial but it 
importantly gave the visitors some 
much needed game time. 

CHARD 19 NORTH PETHERTON 29 

UNDERFOOT conditions were ideal at 
the Park Field for this local derby, al¬ 
though a stiffish cross-field breeze 
threatened to make life difficult for 
the line kickers. 

Exchanges were even enough early 
on but, after just five minutes play, the 
visitors attacked with purpose and an 
adroit chip ahead forced Chard to 
save at the expense of a lineout close 
to their line. 

Petherton secured possession via 
their number two jumper and drove 
the maul over some five yards in from 
touch, with prop Dikens coming up 
with the ball.
